Typhoid fever Is a systemic 
Illness that usually localizes In 
the Intestines. Early symptoms 
of the disease may include gen­ 
eral aches and pains over the 
entire body, headache, nose­ 
bleed, increasing tlrednfns, and 
loss of appetite and fever for 
at least a week before the In 
dividual becomes sick enough to 
go to a doctor. If the disease 

4 severe, extreme weakness, 
ilgh fever, diarrhea, and ulcer- 

'atlon of the Intestines may then 
occur. The acute Illness lasts at 

t three or four weeks and 
the dlseaie has a fatality rate 
of about 10 per cent.

However, since they fn
qucntly localize In the gall blad 
der or kidney, surgical remova 
of these organs frequently clean 
up the infection. Where both kid 
ueys arc Infected, such an ojiera 
tlon is, of course, impossible.

Should an operation be pei 
formed, laboratory tests tuv ti\\ 
en for several monttis, and if al 
reports are negative the carrier' 
lame Is removed from the Regi= 
,ry and he Is considered "cured. 
At present there are 46 knowi 
carriers residing In the an-i 
(erved by the Los Angele 
bounty Health Department.

ibtalnlng typhoid immunization.'
